“It is fortunate at this time that Mr.
Root in seeretary of state, 1 think it
Is fortunate for us at all times that he
is wecretary of state, hut now especinlly
We need just this man of cool fearless-
ness, A good many men have written
about the late John Haoy s o gredt see-
retary of state, but it is no injustics to
his memory to say that he did.not have
the material In him to make as efMeient
u publie servant as Mr. Root.  Desides,
his usefulness ag steretary of state was
fmpaired by his long service in the dip-
lomatic corps. The marks of the first
seeretary clung to him.  The jargon of
diplomacy, its forms and eustoms, seem-
ed more than fmportant to him at times
than the essence o the question on
band.  He Jdid not really lack American-
fem: he was a trus Amerlean, But he
lind been much affected by hils long reai-
denee in England. It was said of him
once that he was not our secrotary of
state but the real British ambassador.
No such taunt can be lovelled at Mr.
Root. He is the most American of
Americans.  He has come up as one of
the leaders of a generation that has
censed fo look sulkily to England for
All our guide-posts literary, legal, spiri-
tual and political. He knows the
strength of this country as well as any
man to use iy if the need urose. But
lig habit of mind is against violence,
He is secretory of state now, not sec-
retary of war. He would be, I think,
abont the last person to advise the he-
ginning or the ending of & war.”
